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Locals Think Globally in Beach Cleanup

"Thinking globally, acting locally'' was 
exemplified on the morning of Saturday, September 17, 
when environmentally-minded locals and Tabor students 
descended upon Marion's Silver shell Beach and Planting 
Island, Mattapoisett Town Beach and Wareham's Onset 
Beach to pick up trash and debris. 

The residents cleaned the beaches in solidarity 
with 400,000 individuals in 120 countries, all who 
participated in a global beach cleanup orchestrated by the 
Ocean Conservancy, according to local organizer Peter 
McDonald - who initiated the local effort four years ago. 

The Ocean Conservancy takes on the added effort 
of measuring the collective impact of the cleanup day. In 
2009, for example, the environmental group documented 
that 498,818 volunteers picked up 7,446,130 pounds of 
debris and recorded 1,239,538 individual pieces of trash, 
including cigarette butts, food wrappers, cans and bottles. 

That cool, clear autumn morning on Silvershell 
Beach, Mr. McDonald held up a cigarette butt, identifying 
it as the most common item found on the beaches. But the 
presence of a cigarette doesn't necessarily mean it was 
deposited at the beach, he said.

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"It could have been thrown out of a car in 
Middleborough and ended up here," he said, explaining 
that it could travel through storm water drains and into 
the river, eventually landing in the harbor. Last year 409 
butts were retrieved from Mattapoisett beaches, he added. 

That morning about a half a dozen locals 
showed up at Silvershell Beach for the clean up, with 
more trickling in. Mr. McDonald not only handed out 
gloves and bags, but also a data card so volunteers could 
document the trash they encounter. He said last year 
about 70 individuals cleaned beaches in the Tri-Town and 
Wareham. 

Participants run the full gamut of families and 
students to retirees. "One year we had a couple in their 
80s. And we've had the [Girl Scout] Brownies. It was so 
cute," he said. That morning, he said 30 Tabor students 
were out cleaning at Planting Island. 

"It's nice having Tabor international students - 
some from China, Taiwan and Thailand," he said, noting 
that these countries too are participating in effort. 

Nealyn Dunlop, a summer instructor for Marion 
Natural History Museum's Coastal Explorations program, 
showed up raring to get started. "I spend a lot of time at 
the beach, and I wanted to give back to the community," 
she said. 

"I'm just a lover of beaches, and I hate to see trash 
on the beaches. . . I just don't understand why people 
leave trash," said Anne Converse, a repeat volunteer of 
the event. She encouraged all locals visiting beaches to 
take ten items back with them at the end of their visits. 

"Whether it is butts, pieces of plastic - you should 
have it in the back of your mind to take 10 things. Over 
time, the plastic breaks down and can look like food to 
[local wildlife]," she said. "It is so easy to do." 
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Despite the seemingly pristine appearance of 
the beaches, "you'd be surprised by what we find in the 
reeds/' she added. 

Mr. McDonald said that portability of trash over 
long distances is underscored by the recent discovery of a 
trash bag found in the stomach of a rare sea turtle off the 
gulf coast. 

''The plastic bag was from a store in Memphis, 
Tennessee - 800 miles away. It had gotten in the Tennessee 
river, the Mississippi river and past New Orleans into 
the Gulf of Mexico," he said. The bag simply could have 
strayed from a family having a picnic, he added.

Curator Roberts Honored at Meeting 

Mattapoisett Historical Society

Longtime curator Mattapoisett Museum and 
Carriage House curator Bette Roberts was celebrated 
at the Historical Society's 53rd annual meeting on 
September 18, 2011. To a crowd of Society members. 
Museum President Seth Mendell read Ms. Roberts 
retirement letter "with a heavy heart". In the letter, Ms. 
Roberts stated that the time had come for her to retire 
effective September 2012 or sooner if a new curator 
can assume the responsibilities before that date. The 
reading of the letter ended with a standing ovation for 
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Ms. Roberts. Mr. Mendell stressed that she would not be 
retiring as of the meeting. The board will begin looking 
for a replacement and will soon advertise the position and 
interview candidates. 

Mr. Mendell then asked her to give her annual 
report along with some recollections of her time as the 
museum's curator the past two decades. She noted that 
being the curator was a very rewarding experience 
but that, ''after 25 years, it's time to turn in my keys". 
She recalled the many great summer exhibits over the 
years, which included dolls, clothing, flowers and quilts. 
She also talked about fun programs for children and 
Christmas open houses. She said she will not miss the 
time when she arrived at the museum to find a display 
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case ''shattered and a mess'' and the middle of the night 
phone calls because the alarms had gone off and "Seth 
was out of town". 

In other Society news, Ms. Roberts noted that 
the museum had 475 visitors since the last annual 
meeting one of the organizations all time high. Among 
the visitors were various researchers looking for family 
information and children for various events. She credited 
the increase in visitors to the Ashley Mural, which is now 
proudly displayed. Among gifts received by the museum 
were scrapbooks, autograph books, embroidered items 
belonging to Mary Tinkham, a commemorative postage 
stamp designed by Mattapoisett' s first postmistress 
a Navy uniform and ten photographs of the old Bird 
Theater on Water Street. 

Mr. Roberts also reported that the phone system 
had been updated, allowing the museum to receive phone 
calls while their computers were accessing the Internet. 

The minutes of the last meeting was read and 
accepted. Maureen McCarthy gave the treasure's report 
and noted that there had been a lot of fundraising for 
the Ashley Mural. She stated that like most people, the 
museum's investments "took a bit of a hit", but the 
Museum remains solvent. Over the past year. Museum 
costs included the installation of new air conditioning 
units to protect the Ashley Mural from humidity. 

Other issues the museum faced was about 
$2,000 dollars in damage from tropical storm Irene that 
included damage to the Princeton Elm planted in Francis 
Rowland's memory. The tree will likely have to be 
replaced. 

Mr. Mendell reported on several publications 
including the museum's newsletter, which was produced 
twice last year, and the museum's second historical 
calendar, which includes reproduction of glass lantern 
slides of Mattapoisett scenes from the late 19th and early 
20th centuries. 

Other events included an ice cream social, an 
open house in June, a gala celebration for the Ashley 
Mural and a fall apple cider press and pumpkin event 
for children conducted by Katherine Gaudet, Lisa Hill 
and Nate Bekemeier. Mr. Mendell stated how much fun it 
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was to have children at the museum and the importance 
of working with the children. He also announced the 
museum was planning an evening of Christmas carols 
this year including local children. 

The meeting was adjourned and followed up by 
two presentations. The first presentation was by artist 
Mike Maizer, who donated a watercolor he painted of 
the Coast Guard's first response to the 2003 oil spill in 
Buzzards Bay. 

The second presentation was by Richard 
Morgado whose father, Al Morgado, ran a barbershop on 
Church Street for about 30 years. Mr. Morgado unveiled 
the barbershop poll that hung on his father's shop, which 
he was donating to the museum. Mr. Morgado stated that 
he had planned to donate the poll 30 years ago when he 
removed it from his father's shop and had decided he 
was done enjoying to poll, which had been hanging in his 
office. 

Seth Mendel announced the publication of a 
viewbook for the Ashley Mural. The book contains about 
60 detailed photographs of the mural to be sold as a 
collector's item. The museum is currently accepting early 
bird orders for the book for $20. For more information, 
visit www.MattapoisettHistoricalSociety.org. 

All About Massachusetts' 351 Towns

Tri-Town residents were treated to a humorous 
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and informative talk by a retired couple, Pete and Debbie 
Lincoln, who visited all 351 towns and cities in the state 
and came to the Mattapoisett Library last Wednesday to 
tell what they've learned in their travels. The title of the 
talk was "From Purgatory to Podunk'', which are two 
towns in the state. 

The couple started off by saying that they were 
big Red Sox fans and had traveled around the country to 
see the team play in every major league city. Calling 2007 
a ''magic year", Mr. Lincoln said he turned to his wife 
and said the upcoming winter would be bleak without 
baseball, so they had to think of something fun to occupy 
their time. 

While perusing the Internet, Mr. Lincoln found a 
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map of Massachusetts, which showed each town and city 
laid out like a big jigsaw puzzle. After printing the map, 
Mr. Lincoln commented to his wife that, together, they 
had lived or worked in nine towns and that there were 30 
towns surrounding their hometown of Lunenburg that 
they had never been to and 70 towns he had never heard 
of in all his years of living in the state. 

''Where the heck is Rochester?'' asked Mr. 
Lincoln. "Let's go and see all the towns and cities in 
Massachusetts." 

The couple set out on November 29, 2007, the day 
after Thanksgiving, and figured it would take a year to 
complete. It took them seven-and-a-half months. At first, 
the goal was to take several photos of themselves with 
a couple of town signs that proved that they had been 
there. 

Having both been in community theater, the 
Lincolns' grew tired of just standing next to a sign, and 
started "mugging" for the camera and added humorous 
facial and body language when photos were taken. The 
audience laughed many times at the photo slides showing 
the Lincolns' looking astonished, dismayed, hysterical 
and other clever positions to compliment the towns' 
names, street signs or business signs. 

The couple explained the difference between 
a town and a city by saying that a town has a board of 
selectmen and a town administrator while a city has a 
mayor and a city council. 
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Sometimes, the only place a sign could be found 
was at the local police and fire station. "We'd jump out, 
take photos and get back in the car,'' said Ms. Lincoln, 
''surprisingly, no one ever stopped us and asked us what 
we were doing or if we were terrorists." 

The couple took over four thousand photos and 
used spreadsheets to keep track of town halls, museums, 
libraries and historical societies visited. Mr. Lincoln said 
that originally the state had 355 towns, but the flooding of 
the Quabbin Reservoir in 1938 claimed Prescott, Enfield, 
Dana and Greenwich. A new town currently being 
formed, Devens, is a part of the old Fort Devens Army 
base area and will become the state's newest town in the 
near future. 

"The central and western part of the state doesn't 
know about you," said Ms. Lincoln. When mentioning 
the towns of Huntington, Whately and Clarksburg, one 
audience member joked that a passport was needed to get 
to any town west of Interstate 495. 

The town of Purgatory, near Sutton, contains a 
chasm formed by the rapid melting of a glacier millions 
of years ago. According to the Lincolns, the local Indians 
thought it was a passageway to the another world and 
that is how it got the name. Podunk is a town, but also a 
marshy area. The Lincolns explained that Podunk is an 
Indian word, which means "place where you sink up to 
your waist". The town is actually a seven-acre marsh. 
Other towns with Indian names include Seekonk (dark 
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goose), Natick (place of hills), Nantucket (faraway island 
in the midst of water) and Mattapoisett (place of rest). 

The Lincolns recommended several places that 
people should visit, including Dogtown in Gloucester, 
Mt. Grey lock, Shelburne's bridge of flowers, Hammond 
Castle in Gloucester, Mass Museum of Contemporary Art 
(MASS MOCA) in North Adams, Drawbridge Marionette 
Theater in Lunenburg, Higgins Armory in Worcester, 
Fruitlands Museum in Harvard, Boyleston Town Hall and 
the Hoosac Tunnel in Florida, MA, among many others. 

The Lincolns said that there are 46 towns that 
begin with the letter W, more than any other letter. There 
are 49 that end with ''ton'' and after that "field" and 
"ham" are the most common endings. Lee is the shortest

Tri-Town Rides for Alex

This past weekend, SouthCoast motorcyclists 
turned out in numbers to support a seven-year old 
Tri-Town resident afflicted with a rare, life threatening 
disease. On Sunday, September 18, the Fifth Annual Ride 
for Alex took place at the Old Rochester Regional High 
School. The benefit event hosted a 75-mile Poker Run, a 
raffle and a BBQ. 

Marion student Alex Pateakos was diagnosed 
with Spinal Muscular Atrophy (SMA) Type I at seven- 
months old. SMA is a rare motor neuron disorder which 
affects the spinal cord and brain stem. As the disease 
progresses, the spinal cord and brain stem degenerate 
and cause weakness in muscles that affect breathing, 
swallowing and movement. Intellectual and cognitive 
ability are not affected. Approximately 1 in 6,000 babies 
born are diagnosed with the disorder - only half of those 
diagnosed see their second birthday. 

Alex, now seven-years old and attending 
Sippican Elementary School, requires 24-hour care. 
Although his health is a constant concern, he has proved 
himself a strong boy ready to defy the odds. According 
to Alex's grandmother, Linda Southworth Gerard, Alex 
is doing well and thriving. ''His teachers are even giving 
homework," she said. 

"It's just such so cool to see how far Alex 
has come," said Karen Cabral, one out of a team of 
nurses who have worked with Alex. "He just absorbs 
everything," she said. 

Alex's ability to communicate is through the use 
of a Tobii board, an eye-tracking computerized board 
that allows him to respond and verbalize. The use of the 
assisted technology has offered much interaction with 
those who surround Alex. 

The Ride for Alex is organized each year by 
Tammy and Scott Foisy. Tammy, a former nurse to Alex 
initiated the event after becoming involved with the 
Pateakos family and developing a lasting relationship 
with Alex. 

"It takes a good six months of work to organize 
the event. Scott will take days off from work in order to 
go around to collect the donations for the raffle," said Ms. 
Foisy. 

"Last year we raised $5,000 dollars," said Mr.

Foisy. ''We're hoping for $6,000 this year. In the last four 
years, we were able to raise over $13,000. We're very 
proud of that." 

According to the Foisys, the event has grown a 
little every year. "We get about 100 to 150 people and at 
least 50 of them are bikers," said Ms. Foisy. 

Although insurance covers many of the costs 
associated with Alex's needs, the proceeds from Alex's 
ride are used to pay for his handicap van and any other 
needs not covered by insurance. Contributions from past 
bike runs have paid for a wheelchair ramp to the Pateakos 
house. 

Alex's mother, Jenessa Pateakos, said, "It's great 
how many people come to show their support, not just

FELINE DRINKING HABITS 

My cat likes to drink from the faucet, the shower froor, and 
the saucer under my plants when I water them.

A request by town resident Kevin O'Gara to allow 
a payment plan for a $10,000 sewer connection stirred up 
a lively discussion on whether the town should explore 
billing residents for water on a monthly basis as opposed 
to twice per year. 

While the $10,000 fee usually is required before the 
issuance of a building permit, Mr. O'Gara somehow 
managed to obtain permit without making the payment. 
He desired to pay half the bill and pay out the rest over a 
period of time. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said that 
while there are mechanisms in place to allow for payment 
plans for real estate taxes - none such exists for sewer 
connection fees or water bills. He said municipal billing 
is shaped by state law and ultimately gives residents 
30 days to make a utility-related payment before being 
subject to a 14 percent interest rate. ''By state law, you 
can't bill monthly," he explained. 

Selectman Henry urged Mr. Dawson to 
investigate the possibility of spreading out water 
payments - saying that it may be a viable possibility. 
Chairman Blanchette pointed out that the twice-per-year 
payments would become quarterly bills shortly per a 
sewer connection plan currently underway by the town. 

However, Chairman Henry argued that monthly 
bills would be a better option. "Sorry, all the can't, can't, 
can'ts don't dissuade me. It is much easier for people who 
are struggling to pay in small amounts. Many people are 
living paycheck to paycheck," he said. "I'd be willing to 
put in an equitable system." 

"I wouldn't. I'd want it up front," replied 
Selectman Roger Blanchette, with verbal agreement from 
Selectman Cushing. "It would open up a can of worms for 
construction going forward... It is going to screw up the 
town in the process." 

"I disagree," responded Selectman Henry. "This 
is a stumbling block for a lot of people." 

Mr. Dawson agreed to look into water billing on 
a monthly basis, while the board ultimately voted against 
allowing a special payment plan for Mr. O'Gara's sewer 
connection. Selectmen Cushing and Blanchette voted

against the request, and Chairman Henry abstained.

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Turf Field Compromise Eyed 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

An evening of tense exchanges between Tabor 
legal counsel, town officials and Marion residents 
at a September 15 Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
hearing ended with the possibility of compromise on 
its controversial fieldwork project. Tabor Academy said 
it was willing to undergo a thorough engineering and 
drainage review (by CDM Engineering), make required 
changes that are brought forward and pay for the entire 
tab - if the town and all its boards drop their lawsuits and 
allow the school to proceed without a site plan review. 

The meeting had come one week after Marion 
Selectmen voted to revoke Tabor's permit to open Front 
Street for drainage work due to concerns expressed by the 
Board of Health on failure to provide adequate details on 
the project. 

After rehashing old issues about Tabor's 
$3.5 million project on 8.5 acres of playing fields in a 
residential neighborhood between Spring and Front 
streets, town counsel Jon Whitten indicated a willingness 
to speak with other boards about investigating the 
proposed compromise. In exchange. Tabor would have to 
present a detailed picture of their offer - which is based 
on a July 15 compromise plan established as part of Judge 
Piper of the Land Court's ruling that the school could 
complete its fieldwork. 

''We come here in good faith. It's not going to 
be cheap, probably a hefty five-figure bill," said Tabor 
Counsel Mark Bobowski. "We'll live and die by what they 
say" 

Atty. Bobowski stressed that the school merely 
is looking for an exemption from a site plan review, 
noting that the school no longer is moving forward with 
bleachers and a dugout. Tabor Academy has not yet 
appealed the ZBA's denial of its field lights application 
earlier this month. 

In response to Atty. Bobowski' s request that 
all town boards agree to drop their concerns prior to 
a discussion, Atty. Whitten stressed that Tabor would 
need to supply details before consideration. "I think it's 
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in Tabor's court. Someone has to start the process, and I 
don't think it's fair for the town to be in that position," he 
said. 

The conversations on a compromise w^ere outside 
the scope the purpose of that particular hearing. At that 
meeting, the Marion ZB A w^as charged with determining 
if Building Commissioner Scott Shippey acted 
appropriately in issuing cease and desists orders after the 
school refused to go through the town permitting process 
or undertake a site plan review for fieldwork construction 
for bleachers and a dugout. 

Atty. Bobrowski presented his case that the school 
is exempt from undergoing a site plan review, citing 
various case law supporting the school's rights under 
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the Dover Amendment to pursue fieldwork construction 
without the need for town permitting. 

'This is the latest thinking of the Appeals court... 
I don't think there is any doubt Tabor is an exempt 
institution. There is no doubt ball fields and lights are 
component of educational attainment,'' he said. 

Atty. Whitten had disagreed that the courts are 
automatically in Tabor's favor due to a recent land court 
decision ruling that found a reasonable site plan review 
might apply. 

"One of us is right, and one of us is wrong. It is 
ill advised to ignore a more recent decision. Boards and 
towns do have authority [under land court decision]," 
Atty. Whitten said. 

Atty. Bobrowski claimed that the Tabor project 
did not trigger a site plan review under Marion's bylaws, 
because its construction did not involve 500 square feet 
of enclosed gross floor area or more, or require additional 
parking spaces. Atty. Whitten disagreed, saying that the 
changed fields would require additional handicapped 
spaces. 

The town was made aware of Tabor's plans since 
January, Atty. Bobrowski also said, and he stated that the 
town did not mention any need for site plan review until 
25 workers were already on the job on May 23. 

"I want to make it clear that we weren't bad 
people trying to circumvent the law, we are good people 
who tried to provide notice of the scale of the job," he told

the board. 

The meeting did give some abutters an 
opportunity to reiterate some of their concerns about 
Tabor's lack of site plan review. 

Richard Barnes, an abutter, argued that a site plan 
review is necessary to determine safety risks. ''There is 
an increase in intensity of use, but issues do come up as 
kids are playing with balls going into street. That is the 
purpose of site plan review, a reasonable review of safety 
issues," he said. 

'T know you want to hide behind the Dover 
amendment, but we're concerned about safety issues," he 
added.

Tabor up on its offer. "There is potential damage to the 
harbor when toxins leach out into the water from the 
crumb rubber. That's the major concern. Personally, as a 
resident, Fd like to see you accepting the compromise.'' 

Following the discussion, Atty. Bobrowski 
promised he would discuss with Fleadmaster Jay Stroud 
the possibility of providing a detailed compromise deal 
for the town to consider. 

"Fm hoping somewhere in here there is an 
opportunity to compromise. . . the offer is still on the 
table," he said. 

The ZBA voted to continue the hearing for 
September 22 at 8:00 pm. 

CPA Funds Could Reduce 40B 

Marion Planning Board- 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder on Monday, 
September 19, at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town Hall. Also 
present were board members Steve Gonsalves, Sherman 
Briggs, John Sweeney, Ted North, Patricia McArdle and 
Planning Board Secretary Terry Santos. 

The first order of business was a discussion 
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regarding The Frigate, 806 Wareham Road. Bill Madden 
of GAF Engineering represented the new property 
owner. Mr. Madden said that the property is located in 
a residential area and is considered a preexisting, non- 
conforming use that has been operated as a restaurant for 
well over 27 years at the location. 

Mr. Madden said that the new owner didn't have 
a definite plan and wanted to explore the possibility 
of either continuing to use the building as a restaurant 
or possibly a residence with affordable multiple units 
within a housing trust. Mr. Madden asked if the board 
would comment on the possible uses of the property. 
The property, which has town water and is on a septic 
system, consists of 1.26 acres. ''As you know, there is a 
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moratorium on sewer tie-ins/' said Chairman Ryder. 

"We'll work with you as best we can/' said Mr. 

Ryder. 

Next up was an ANR Plan for 56 Allen Street, 
with applicants Valerie and David Knott who were 
also represented by Bill Madden. At issue was a minor 
property line dispute, which the two neighbors have 
resolved, giving 290 square feet of area from the Knott 
property to the abutter. Both lots are considered non- 
conforming. After reviewing the plans, the board found 
that they needed a revised detail that was not shown on 
the plan and voted to approve the plan subject to getting 
revised plans showing the correct detail. 

The next order of business was a continued Public 
Hearing for J and W Realty Trust, 119 Wareham Street, 
care of Nate Canto, for an Amendment to Site Plan / 
Special Permit. Chairman Ryder said that the board had 
received an e-mail from the applicant saying that he 
continued to work on the landscaping and parking issues 
which have been ongoing. The board agreed to continue 
the Public Hearing until 7:10 pm on October 3, 2011. 

Under New Business, the board held a discussion 
regarding a recent letter from Sippican Lands Trust (SLT), 
concerning a request for a Community Preservation 
Act grant for $300,000 for 12 acres of open space to be 
purchased from Bay Watch Realty Trust, the owners of the 
40B affordable housing project to be located off Route 105 
in Marion. 

Reasons for purchasing the land listed in the letter 
included the preservation of the acreage, some contiguous 
and most of it wetlands. The purchased land, if approved, 
would also allow for an easement to Spring Street, which 
has been a major goal of the Marion Pathways Committee 
(bike-path). 

Additional reasons listed by SLT include the 
reduction of units in the 40B from the original 192 to 96 
units. Of the 96 units, 60 would be affordable and 36 at 
market rate. The new Bay Watch Realty Trust proposal 
also eliminates the need for an expansion of Route 105 at 
the entry and exit site of the project. 

The SLT letter stated that, "this can all be done 
with one CPA grant". 
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The board discussed the letter and voted, as 
citizens, to support the SLT in their effort to secure the 
grant. The CPA meets on Tuesday, September 20 to review 
and discuss CPA fund request applications, including the 
one from the Sippican Lands Trust. 

"Any approval by the CPA would also have to 
be approved at town meeting in October,'' said board 
member Sherman Briggs. ''This has been a 10-year 
ongoing project and as an abutter and citizen, I support 
this proposal," said Mr. Briggs.

CPC Hears 40B Conservation Request 

Community Preservation Committee 
By Anne Kakley 
Leaving time to deliberate before a special 
Marion town meeting on October 25, the Community 
Preservation Committee heard from four different civic 
groups for consideration of Community Preservation Act 
(CPA) funds at their meeting on September 20, 2011. 
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With $495,723,90 to distribute and over $680,000 
in requests, the Committee carefully weighed requests 
from the various groups to consider the best way to use 
funds for community improvement. 

In their first appointment, the Committee met 
with representatives of the Sippican Women's Club (SWC) 
to hear their request for $40,715 to replace windows at 
their clubhouse. Handy' s Tavern, located on Front Street. 

According to SWC representative Susan Granger, 
the windows on the antique clubhouse were overdue for 
replacement. "Some of the current storm windows aren't 
there, they don't fit well, are broken, and they aren't 
historic," she said. 

Ms. Granger said that the selected window 
replacement company would come in and replace the 
current windows with thermal-paneled windows, 
complete with attached storm windows. The historic look 
of the building would be maintained because the new 
windows would have the same mutton bar appearance 
that the clubhouse currently has. 

"This is sort of a one-shot deal. Once you get the 
CPA funds, [the restriction is] forever," said committee 
member Thomas Magauran reminded the group. 

Ms. Schaefer urged the representatives to 
contact a lawyer for the sake of understanding the full 
ramifications of accepting CPA funds, which would place 
Handy' s Tavern under historic restrictions. "Know exactly 
what you are getting into," Ms. Schaefer said. 
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In a second application, the Board heard from 
Marion Open Space Acquisition Committee's (MOSAC) 
member John Rockwell, also a member of the CPC, for 
consideration in a $60,000 application for shore access. 

The application outlined MOSAC s interest in 
acquiring a parcel of shore in the area of Quail, Bayberry 
and Holly Lanes, off Converse Road. The acquisition 
would be for the public to access Job's Cove for 
shellfishing and beach purposes. 

Committee members, however, expressed concern 
about access issues, because the private lanes are narrow 
and short on parking space. 

''There's limited parking," Mr. Rockwell 
admitted. "We have to work it out with town counsel. We 



would have to park on the road." 

"Has anyone spoken with the neighbors to see 
how they would see this project?" asked Ms. Schaefer. 

"No," answered Mr. Rockwell. 

According to Ms. Schaefer, the Marine Resources 
Committee had expressed support for the project, but 
were concerned with access and maintenance. 

"I'm not sure how much maintenance it needs. 
It's a footpath," said Mr. Rockwell. 

In their third application, the Board met with 
citizen David Crowell and Sippican Lands Trust (SLT) 
representative Chris Bryant to discuss SLT's application 
for $300,000, for land acquisition in relation to a pending 
40B project.

Mr. Crowell said that, after 10 years of litigation, a 
group of abutters and concerned citizens had worked up 
an agreement with the developer (Bay Watch) to reduce 
the scale and scope of the 40B project. In negotiations, 
they whittled the potential project from 168 units down to 
96 units, with 60 percent of those units being affordable. 

Also in the proposal, the developer would agree 
to sell 12 acres of the lot to be deeded conservation 
land. The developer agreed to sell the land for $300,000, 
roughly half its appraised value. SLT requested CPC 
funds to complete the conservation acquisition. 

'Tt would have to get a comprehensive permit,'' 
said Mr. Crowell, who said that the plan would be 
finalized with the approval of the CPC, ConCom and 
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Plumbing & Heating

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ZBA. ''If approved, then they are contractually committed 
to go forward with this plan,'' he added. 

As such, the SLT said that the move would reduce 
impact on vernal pools and wetlands, and would provide 
the town with a parcel of land needed to make the bike 
path contiguous. 

"This will allow us to get the $1.5 million needed 
to do [the bike path]," said Recreation Director Jody 
Dickerson. "This would be a vital asset to the town." 

Ms. Schaefer read a letter from the Marion 
Planning Board, who said that they supported the 
application for SLT to use CPC funds on the 40B land 
conservation. 

In a final application, the Committee read a 
letter from Town Administrator Paul Dawson requesting 
consideration for CPC funds as a part of the Town House 
restoration project. On behalf of the town, Mr. Dawson 
requested $282,000 for the purpose of hiring an "owner's 
project manager", which is the state-regulated first step 
in taking on a municipal renovation. The Town House 
renovation is slated to cost $1.5 million. 

The CPC will meet next week to decide the 
distribution of its funds to applicants.

Ms. Zagorac said that she's wanted to come to the 
United States since she was six. "My cousin lives here so 
we came to visit him a lot/' she explained. "It clicked that 
this is where I want to be." 

Not even a month into the school year at ORR, 
Ms. Zagorac has expressed contentment with the 
environment. "I really love this school," she said, adding 
with a laugh, "I feel like I should get a Bulldogs t-shirt." 
Then Ms. Zagorac became more serious, saying, "[The] 
people are friendly. [My] classes are okay; Fm not used 
to spending so much time in one class, in school, or 
getting up that early. The clubs are nice. I like the extra- 
curriculars." Ms. Zagorac joked that one of the only 
problems she had transitioning to life at ORR was finding 
her way around the building. She said that she'd follow 
someone to her next class rather than ask for directions. 
"It sounds creepy," Ms. Zagorac said, "but it's practical." 

In her high school in Belgrade, Ms. Zagorac said 
that while she attended classes five days a week, like in 
the United States, the student body was divided in shifts. 
One week, her group of classmates would be in class from 



8:00 am to 2:00 pm, which is very similar to the schedule 
at ORR. The next week, she would be in the afternoon 
shift and attend classes from 2:00 pm to 8:00 pm. "[We 
have] shifts because the school is small," Ms. Zagorac 
explained.

Brogioli informed the Committee that five new teachers 
were onboard and were of "high quality and high 
energy''. 

Of the 15 School Choice slots available in the 
junior high school, Mr. Brogioli said, all had been filled. 
School Choice positions are slots available to students 
who come from outside of the ORR district and pay 
tuition to attend the junior and senior high school. 

Ms. Catherine Cooper, executive director of 
Southeastern Massachusetts Education Collaborative 
(SMEC) said that recent press reports of the state audit 
were misrepresented. Ms. Cooper said that SMEC 
received approximately 2.5 million in state contracts for 
services to developmentally challenged individuals under 
22 years of age and those graduates over 22 who need 
vocational and life skills training. 

"This does not cost the school district one 
dime," said Ms. Cooper, who added that the program is 
state-funded. The big issue, she said, is that the SMEC 
employees are considered state employees and are 
eligible under the public pension system. 

Superintendent Doug White reported 
that he attended the Massachusetts Association of 
Superintendents conference in July, and that the focus 
of discussion was on the changes and concerns around 
staff evaluations and student achievement growth. 
Mr. White said that a recent independent evaluation of 
schools in the Greater Boston area ranked ORRHS 28th 
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out of 135 schools listed. The rankings were based on 
student/ teacher ratio, per-pupil spending, graduation 
rate, number of sports teams, number of AP classes, SAT 
scores and MCAS scores. The next closest in the region 
was Somerset which took the 50th slot. Mr. White said 
that the district currently has 2650 students enrolled. 
Elise Frangos, Director of Curriculum, reported that 226 
students in grades K-12 took advantage of the summer 
school program at the high school. 

In his report, ORR High School Principal 
Michael Devoll said that members of the ORRHS athletic 
department received the District D Sportsmanship Award 
as nominated by members of the South Coast Conference. 
Mr. Devoll said that the high school had a successful new

student orientation, which was attended by 151 ninth 
graders and their parents and guardians.

The Moderate Parent 
Moral Code at the Play- 
ground

In the playground 
realm, it might seem that 
chaos reigns supreme. There 
is much screaming, running, 
sliding, and general crazy fun 
for kids at the jungle gym. 
The playground is a wild 
place, filled with danger and 
promise. Kids throw bark 

mulch at each other while the parents, weary and 
grateful for a chance to sit on a bench, do nothing 
about it. This is the proving grounds, where alle- 
giances and enemies are made. 

It's also where feelings can get really, 
really hurt. 

It started as a fun day at "The 
Red Playground" - four-year old 
Hazel categorizes playgrounds 
by their color and requests 
them as such. 

Another little girl 
arrived, just about Ha- 
zel's age, wearing the same 
Twinkle Toe light up shoes and 
be-sparkled tutu. Hazel bran- 
dished her glitter wand, much to the 
delight of the other girl. 

These kids were going to get along. 

And they had great fun until girl 
number 3 arrived, also bearing princess gear 
and a great affection for pink. 

Well, there were only two swings, and girls 
2 and 3 both had matching American Girl dolls. 
They put their dolls on the swings and pushed 
them back and forth, while Hazel backed up and 
slowly realized that she was odd man out. 

"Get out of here!" yelled girl number 3 to 
Hazel. "You're getting in the way!" 

I think the only thing that hurts more than 
being teased or excluded, is watching your own 
child get teased or excluded. Unfortunately, it's 
part of life. 

Hazel came running up to me, sobbing 
wildly. Why didn't she have an American Girl doll? 




Why didn't her new friends want to play with her 
anymore? 

And then she drew a conclusion: she de- 
cided that she would go tell them off and hurt them 
as badly as she thought they had hurt her. 

I was suddenly struck with a memory of a 
time in my own life when I wanted to avenge get- 
ting my feelings hurt during girls' Softball. 

I "played" for the Blue Jays in the league. I 
put "play" in quotation marks because there was 
very little I did, other than flail wildly at the ball 
with my bat and stand in the outfield. I was more 
of a liability for the team, and I can't begin to imag- 
ine how many runs I must have cost them in my 
time there. 

Whenever the Blue Jays won, we would go 
out for ice cream to celebrate. On some level, I 
was aware that my contributions had little to 
do with the team's success, but what kid 
passes up a chance at ice cream? 

One night, after the Blue Jays won 
(in spite of their hopeless girl in 
left field), one of my teammates 
confirmed my suspicions. 
"You stink at base- 
ball," she said. "You should 
really just leave the team. 
There's no way you deserve 
ice cream like the rest of us - you 
haven't gotten a run all season." 
So I blinked back tears and faked a 
stomachache so I wouldn't have to go for 
ice cream. She was right. I was hopeless. 
I eventually told my mom what my team- 
mate said I told her I hated the girl for making me 
feel bad about myself. 

Let it go. Mom said. There is no use in 
retaliating. People who say and do mean things 
are unhappy inside themselves. That unhappiness 
is worse than anything another person can do to 
them. 

So, one generation later, I shared this same 
advice with Hazel. She didn't feel any better be- 
cause of it, but perhaps it planted a seed of compas- 
sion that she will share one generation later with 
her own daughter.

Drive, Starring Ryan Gosling and Carey Mulligan. 
Directed by Nicholas Winding Refn. Running time: 100 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

If you liked Heat, Michael Mann's 1995 study 
of cops and robbers, you'll probably like Drive. If, like 
me, you found Heat overrated and lugubrious, that may 
dictate how you feel about Drive, which is at least shorter. 
Ryan Gosling is an unnamed driver, who performs auto 
stunts for movies (the film is set in Los Angeles). On the 
side, he's a getaway driver for robbers. Gosling, a fine 
actor, goes minimalist here; he stares, occasionally smiles, 
says very little. When the driver has to be menacing, he 
locks eyes with someone and says "How about this," 
followed by some threat of violence, and sealed with "Do 
you understand?" We understand. But there's not much 
else to understand about him. He drives. He does bad 
things. Love makes him want to do good things. He's so 
far into dead-cool archetype he's practically comatose. 

Drive is the sort of artsy non-thriller that inspires 
many critics, largely male, to throw around words like 
"existential" and drop references to the film's closest 
ancestors, Bullitt and The Driver, both of which actually 
thrilled. For a while, we take some pleasure, as always, in 
watching someone do something well. The first getaway 
is immaculately staged, depending less on speed than 
on sly circumvention. At the end of it, the driver stops 
in the car park of a sports arena, with the robbers still in 
the back seat, and gets out and vanishes into the night, 
walking nimbly around a cop or two. He doesn't seem to 
care how the robbers are going to get home with the cops 
around, and neither does the movie; we assume it's part 
of the plan, but the plan is never imparted to us. Later, 
the driver notices that a neighbor woman he has his eye 
on (Carey Mulligan) is having car trouble in a supermar- 
ket parking lot. We cut to the driver helping her and her 
young son carry her groceries into her apartment. Did he 
fix the car? Did he give them a lift home? Later we learn 
that the car, unfixed, winds up at the same garage he 
works at, but this sort of confusing transition is typical of 
this stoic movie. 

The driver — to gloss over some plot to avoid 
spoilers — encounters a serious amount of money. Albert

able in theory than in practice. This is also true of Chris- 
tina Hendricks as a heist accomplice, who does as little as 
the driver speaks. Meanwhile, what passes for the plot is 
shakily propelled by the driver's fondness for the neigh- 
bor woman and her son. When her husband (Oscar Isaac) 
returns home from prison, the driver's fondness extends 
to him, too, with less than salutary results. 

Drive tries very hard to be cool, but undermines 
this goal regularly with songs on the soundtrack that 
seem to have escaped from some 1 Love the '80s hell. One 
of them, at the end, repeats over and over, "A real hero, 
and a real human being. A real hero, and a real human 
being," which is either ironic or a rather desperate way of 
telling us how to feel about the man we've spent 100 min- 
utes staring at while he stares at everyone else. And they 
stare back. Occasionally a few words are said, and then 
disappear into the stylish L.A. malaise. A man is threat- 
ened with a hammer and bullet in a room full of strippers, 
who meet the spectacle with glazed, frozen expressions. 
Another man's head is stomped to pulp on an elevator 
floor, to the natural shock and revulsion of nobody else 
in the elevator, not even an onlooker who isn't all that con- 
versant with brain-spattering violence. A young boy has 
little or no reaction to his father being beaten up. Drive is 
full of this sort of hip emptiness, this void of emotion onto 
which many critics seem ready to project all manners of 
depth and meaning. It is the autumn's first golden boy af- 
ter a summer of lightweight superhero fare, but is truly no 
richer in thought or spirit than the shallowest comic-book 
flick.
